Onto! the Ill<»^t impoii.tiil lespoiisi- 
biliiies l.uvd h\ any (ollege «)r uni- 
versity is that ol piovitliiig g<MxI, 
wholesome focxl for dormitory resi- 
dents at the lowest possible cost. In 
one fase, UK is (ailing to fulfill this 
duty. 

Women stndrnts li\in^ in Patter- 
son, lioyd and Jcwill halls inusi c.it 
all n)( lis in the jcwcll CiUtcii,! oi 
use pool Iniaiuial sliatii;y and pay 
lor a nieai iwiie it ilu ) eat ehewhere. 
The caleieria is alKxated al)out $1.35 
a day from each resident's room and 
board fee to coyer exj^enses. 

In contrast, Keeneland and Holmes 
Hall residents pay approximately 
$1.05 a day lor two meals at the 
SUB ( iaictfi i.i. OI ahonl 5.^ c ents a 
meal. .Mthoiif^h the number ol meals 
is reduced, the quality ot the Io<kI is 
vastly superior to that served in 
Jewell. In addition, the girls receive 
larger portions and a much greater 
ch^ce of foods. 

Meals at Jewell are "Adequate**— 
although they don't taste even re- 
npotely like mother's cooking — and 
ipeniis are leasouably varied. Where 
ihis (aleteiia lalls short and some- 
limes lails miserably is in lood prop- 
ai alien. A meat loaf, proi>erly pre- 
pared, can be nourishing and deli- 
cious as well as economical. But, if 



badly seasoned and c<M)ked, it is 
neither nourishing n<w economical 
because of the waste involved. This 
is true of foods served in the Jewell 
Cafeteria or in the plushest restaurant 
in I .(■\ini;t<Mi. 

Ol iuiiialh. the kite hen at jcw cll 
was built (o h indic a (apacitx dowil 
ol l">(>. .\t picsciil. \\illi llic addition 
ol cMi.i ccpiipment, .'i7 I ^iils aic led, 
but the pioblem ol inadetpiate work, 
spate remains. With such limited 
facilities, the chefs and staff are ad- 
mittedly under a handicap. 

The Io<h1 situation in these three 
dormitories has been a (onstant and, 
we believe, justiliabk', soiikc ol 
gripes lor \<;ns. l iilil soiiulliiiin is 
done to raise the (pialitv, il not the 
(juantity, ol the lood served in the 
Jewell Cafeteria to at least that of the 
SUB, complaints will continue to be 
heard. 

The most obvious "something," of 
course, is the allocation, of more 
money to the Jewell Cafeteria. How- 
ever IWnversitv figures show a loss 
ol over during the month of 

September alone. 

New tooks? More equipment? 
1 hese could be other "somethings." 
We don't know the answer, but for 
the sake of 374 UK women, we hope 
someone does!
